Systems and methods arc disclosed for redir e cting th e The boot operations of one or 
more systems may be redirected . For example, a master boot processor may configure a slave 
boot processor to boot over a communication bus existing between the processors, which 
typically eliminates the need for boot software in slave systems. This can be accomplished 
such as bv the master system updating a programmable interface of the slave system to 
identify an image from which to boot such as from a remote boot image stored external to the 
slave system. Qae- implomontation includ e s a master system coupled to a slave system. The 
slave sy s tem includ e s a programmable interface. A storag e m e chanism external to tho olav e 
system includ e s a remote boot imago. Th e mast e r syst e m updat e s the programmabl e- interfac e 
of tho slave system to retri e v e th e remote boot imag e . The slav e syst e m boots from th e r e mot e 
boot imago. In one impl e m e ntation, th e programmable intorfaoe of the slave controller 
includes a system controll e r, which is programm e d by th e master system to redirect a boot 
imag e retrieval requ e st to th e storag e mechanism including th e remote boot image. In one 
implementation, a corr e sponding update is made to th e syst e m controller of tho master system. 
In on e implementation, multipl e boot r e quests of multiple slave syst e ms ar e r e directed to tho 
sam e or diff e r e nt boot imag e s. 
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
